has been made to see through the 
grafting of a cornea1 from a rabbit's, 
eye to the optic of the patient, accord- 
ing to reports from a local hospital 
today. Dr. Henry R. Lesser was the 
physician performing this wonderfnl 
feat. While the operation is not un- 
known to science, yet the success of 
the operation today reported is mar- 
velous. 
For years Dr. Lesser's pa- 


tient, whose name is withheld for pro- 
fessional reasons, was blind. 
Physi- 


cians of international standing gave 
the man no hope. 
Dr. Lesser learned 


that some years ago his patient had 
suffered luecoma, a disease of the cor- 
nea. The physician decided upon the 
grafting process as a last resort. Last 
May the rabbit's cornea was trans- 
planted to the blind man's eye. Sj£- 
urday for the first time the-bandages 
were removed and Dr. Lesser's pa- 
tient could count his fingers, distin- 
guish color and go about unattended.

It is with greatest 
reluctance that many of the mothers, 
who lost two or three little ones in 
the terrible fire, allowed what is left 
of their little flocks to start forth. 


The little girls, who the first day 


of school in former 
years 
tripped 


along the street holding the 'hand of 
younger brothers walked alone today. 
Or, again, it was the boy who went 
alone. Then in many homes where 
formerly one or two little ones said 
their good byes ibefore making tflerr 
way to school, the mother could only- 
watch the others pass. 


The school authorities do no* ex- 


pect a .full enrollment, but, there-will 
be no truant officer to invade the 
homes of those who keep the children 
away. They know that the mothers 
can hardly be reasured by .promises of 
fire proofing alterations and fire es- 
capes. The sole aim of the authori- 
ties is to restore the confidence of the 
parents and no attempts will be made 
to force the children into the schools. 


Plans for taking a national sub- 


scription to purchase a monument, 
marking the one grave where the un- 
identified dead are buried, are 
pro- 


gressing rapidly. 


The entire police force available in. 


Collinwood was on duty near the 
schools early in the morning as it was 
feared there 
might be 
trouble be-

lost in the fire and some of the teach- 
ers. Janitor Hirter has been re-em- 
ployed as have several of the teachers 
who were on. duty at the time of the 
fire and threats were

TO ATTACK EVIL AT ITS ROOT 


Miss S. J. Hughes Wants Vacancy 


Commissions Established In Large 
Cities—Each Empty House to Be In 
spccted Before Occupancy and Al 
Danger of Disease Removed. 


A movement to lay the foundation 


Of a national reform in all large citie 
was recently started in Boston w i t h 
the object of promoting health in a 
new and original way, which starts at 
the root of an evil and is generally 
combated effectively. 


Miss Sarah J. Hughes of the Back 


Bay section of Bosfou, a -woman of 
extraordinary energy and intimately 
acquainted with those perplexing ques- 
tions and conditions which are a con- 
Ftant source of anxiety to boards of 
health, has conceived a plan for the 
establishment of vacancy commissions 
in Boston, Kew York and Philadelphia 
as the starling points of a national 
work. These vacancy commissions are 
to be composed of a physician at the 
head, a trained nurse of high standing 
a public spirited and practical lodgiii 
house keeper and a real estate woman 
of philanthropic character, says a Bos- 
ton correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Record. Their powers, to be conferred 
either by city or state, will be such as 
to give them authority to enter all va- 
cant houses, inspect them and order 
them put into a condition before occu- 
ppncy that will preclude all danger of 
disease. 


Miss Hughes has discovered that 


landlords are in the habit of giving 
only a superficial cleaning to vacant 
tenements and houses, that new layers 
of wall paper are laid over the old 
layers, that germs are so thick on the 
in&ide of the rank paper that they can 
be seen with the microscope and that 
crannies and crevices where disease 
hirks are utterly neglected, not being 
given even a hot water and soap treat- 
ment when bichloride is an absolute 
necessity. No less than ten layers of 
paper have been found by Miss Hughes 
in Brookline, Mass., the richest town 
in the world, while five and sis layers 
are common all over Boston in homes 
supposed to be far better than lodging 
pud tenement houses. Observation has 
proved, according to Miss Hughes, 
that disease and death have their ori- 
gin in such conditions, where the par- 
simony and shortsightedness of land- 
lords permit only superficial cleaning 
that looks well to the eye at first, but 
which covers only a whitened sepul- 
cher. 
• Miss Hughes has found that the two 
most prevalent diseases arising from 
these insanitary methods are con- 
sumption and diphtheria. She has kept 
close track of houses where the land- 
lords would neither mate the neces- 
sary changes nor permit new tenants 
to make them, with the conclusion 
formed in an array of astounding facts 
and figures proving that disease has 
followed almost invariably and inevi- 
tably; hence the advocacy of vacancy 
commissions. Mayor George A. Hib- 
bard of Boston has lent a willing ear 
to the propaganda, while aldermen 
and councilmen are greatly impressed. 
Others have joined in the new move- 
ment, and the plan is to follow the 
Boston wort with similar establish- 
ments in Xew York and Philadelphia, 
finally making it national in character. 


Miss Hughes would have all the halls 


painted from attic to coal scuttle. She 
would tear off the layers of paper to 
the plaster and have it carried off in 
barrels. 
She would have the walls 


treated with hot water and soap, fol- 
lowed by bichloride, until there could 
be no chance for germs to remain, and 
in this way she claims a vast propor- 
tion of sickness would be prevented. 


Miss Hughes is a sister of the cele- 


brated physician and surgeon, Dr. 
Laura A. C. Hughes, who delivered 
two addresses before the American 
Medical association at Chicago last 
.Tune and who won distinction in the 
Spanish-American war.

Woods, pathologist and physiologist 
of the bureau, said the other day that 
Ih'M'e is undoubledlj a certain amount 
of truth In the theories put forward in 
England. 


'•But the use of the terminology of 


animal life in reference to the sensi- 
tiveness of plants will lead, 1 fear, to 
considerable 
confusion." 
said 
Mr 


Woods. "It is a well known fact that 
the cells of certain plauts are sensi- 
tive to light— far more sensitive, in 
fact, than the protoplasms of animals 
are. 
But it is quite improbable that 


any plant forms a visual reproduction 
of any object in the way that the ani- 
mal eye does. 


"With plants it is a question of sen- 


sitive reaction, and it is a mistake to 
confound this reaction in any way 
with the instinct of animals or the 
reason of higher races 
Certain plants 


'move toward' the light or away from 
it or tend to grow in the general direc- 
tion of water or away from moisture. 
Bat this 'moving' shows only a sensi- 
tive reaction to the 'conditions of 
growth' around it. 
The plant lias 


nothing corresponding to the mind 
that in any- way directs its groping." 


When asked if the logical conclusion 


of the Darwin-Wager theories would 
be the organization of a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to plants, 
Mr. Woods laughed.

Electrically Charged Boy Furnishes 


Power For Fan or Lights. 


A living storage battery is the only 


thing to which E. G. Atloy, an Ameri- 
can born child of Russian parents, liv-

properties of a dynamo engine in addi- 
tion.
